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Recreation Places - Recreation places are identified geographical 
areas of small to moderate size which have one to several features 
that are particularly attractive to people engaging in recreation 
activites and receive recurring use. They may be beaches, stream- 
side or roadside areas, trail corridors, hunting areas, recreation 
facilites, or other features. 

Recreation Places Important to Tourism - Tourism places are 
recreation places important for commercial recreation and 
tourism, which are of value to the local and regional economy. 

They include areas used by outfitters and guides, resorts, charter 
boat operations, bus lines, and bear hunting guides. 

Areas identified in regional and local tourism brochures as 
opportunities and attractions are also included. 

Other Recreation Opportunities - National Forest that is not 
currently indentified as a recreation place. This area provides 
recreation opportunites, but recreation and tourism use is generally 
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light and incidental due to access, topographic, and other limitations 



- such as a lack of attractive features. When changes in access, 
technology, and the preferences of recreationists result in recurring 
use, identification of a new recreation place may occur.

Picnic Sites - Existing picnic and day-use areas 
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The information on this map is a recreation places inventory. 

It identifies Forest Service administered recreation sites 
and areas with recurring recreation use. Those areas important 
to tourism are highlighted. Information was gathered from 
Forest Service personnel, other government agencies such as the 
Alaska Department of Fish and Game, long-time residents familiar 
with areas of recreation use, and providers of tourism services. 

This map of recreation use represents only one point in time, the 
latest update was done in July of 1995. Recreation use areas are 
constantly changing. In addition, as more information is gained 
from field inventories and knowledgeable sources, periodic 
updates will occur. Recreation Places may be added, deleted, or 
changed in shape and size. 

This inventory does not display land allocations or imply 
management direction. The information is intended to increase 
awareness of locations where recreation use is occurring, and to 
assist in developing an understanding of the recreation analysis 
in the Environmental Impact Statement.
